with men and money in support of the war, even the 
Grand Llama of Tibet has offered 1,000 men fully equip-

We:kfiew' something of the speedy collapse of the -re- 
volt in India, fomented soon after the war ‘began by Ger- 
aman-agents; but we did not know that the revolt was sup- 
pressed entirely by. loyal native troops. 

Surely there -is food for thought here. We have in 

 Englaiid ai’ ally $0 just to the people under her flag that 
~ they-are willing’ to die in her defense. Great Britain has 
not used -her.imperial authority in any single instance to 
get a man or a dollar from any one of her overseas pos- 
sessions. / 

So it is with the United States. From every country 
over which the American flag flies men have volunteered 
to fight for. the nation and against Germany. Aguinaldo 

has subscribed to both liberty loans and 25,000 Filipinos
